ON TOP OF A HIGH TOWER 


They Were Cut Off from Es. 
cape by Fire Below Them. 


THEY JUMPED 10 SAVE THEIR LIVES

To a Roof Far Below, the Distance 
Being Ninety Feet, 


BUT WERE DEAD BEFORE STRIKING. 


Thirty Thousand Spectators to the Awfu 
Scene—Strong Men Wringing Their 
Hands and Women Fainting. 


Chicago, July 10.—The fear that has ex- 
isted for months in the minds of nearly all 
the citizens of Chicago—a fear that none 
dared to utter to his fellows, but all felt— 
found realization today in a frightful oc- 
currence at the world’s fair that claimed 
nearly two-score of victims and, for a time, 
threatened the destruction of the entire 
White City. 

Today’s disaster was all the more dread- 
ful because of its sudden transformation 
from an innocent flame into a death-dealing 
catastrophe, Like an animate monster, it 
enticed its victims to the topmost stage of 
a high pinnacle and then in an inkling the 
whole shaft, in a sheet of flame, held them 
in a trap, until, one by one, they fell a 
sacrifice on the fiery altar that raged be 
neath them, while 30,000 people stood help- 
lessly by. 

. The structure that burned today was by 
comparison one of the smallest buildings of 
the fair. It was the cold storage warehouse 


‘ 
feet square. About eighty feet from the 


base of this cupola there was a balcony 
from which another square tower rose, 
culminating in the mouth of the smoke- 
Stack, where the fire was discovered. ‘The 
interior of this tower and around the 
smokestack were wooden beams and frame- 
work, 

It was at the top of this cupola that the 
fire wag distovered. It is supposed that 
the framework around the mouth of the 
huge chimney caught from a defect in 
the flue. At first it appeared to be an in- 
significant affair. But owing to the in- 
flammable nature of the structure, firemen 
who were on the grounds sent in a eall 
for all the companies to tern out. 

Ciimbing to Their Death. 

With about forty of his men Captain 
Fitzpatrick climbed the laders inside of 
the big tower to the _ balcony and 
three men were lowered to haul 
up the hose. Only one hose, that of 
a chemical engine, had been hauled when 
a gust of Wind caused the flames to break 
out in an alarming manner about ten 
feet from the top of the cupola. In the 
meantime the fire had eaten its way down 
through the network of timbers inside the 
structure and, unconscious of their dan- 
ger, the firemen were standing, as it were, 
on top of a burning volcauo. ‘ 

The thousands of interested spectators 
who had gathered from all parts of the 
grounds had an intimation of the peril in 
Which the forty firemen were then stand- 
ing. 

The fire had been burning scarcely twen- 
ty minutes, and.the firemen were pulling 
and drawing at the ropes when suddenly 
the flames burst around the base of the 
cupola in a perfect hell of fury. So sud- 
den and so furious was the outbreak and 
so terrible was the spectacle that for a 
moment the crowd stood transfixed With 
horror. Strong men wrung their hands 
hysterically and scores of women fainted. 
All alike were powerless to aid the unfor- 
tunate men imprisoned on the balcony 150 
feet from the ground. All the ropes, save 
one on the northside of the tower, were 
burned away in an instant. 

Whirling Through the Air. 

The hose from the chemical engine with- 
stood the heat, hoWever, and springing 
forward, John Davis caught hold of it and 
slid down to the main roof of the ware- 
house, where he fainted away. His face 
and hands were terribly. burned by the 
flames which enveloped his body as he 
came down. He was taken to the hospital 
where he was cared for and his physicians 
say he will recover. Two of his fellow 
firemen attempted to follow him, but be- 
fore they Were half way down, the hose 
gave way and they dropped into the seeth- 
ing mass of fire and were lost. 

As the hose parted and the men sank out 
of sight into the fire, the multitude below 
cave utterance to a groan of sicking hor- 
ror. 

Another of the imprisoned men started 
down the rope on the northside of the tow- 
er and had almost reached the roof when 
it gave way and. he fell, striking on his 
head and was instantly killed. There re- 
mained now, according to the counts of 
various spectators, from twentytfive to 
thirty men on the tower. They were hope- 


was burning and the fire had spread to the 
roofs of several hotels across Stony Island 
avenue, just outside the grounds. 
With a good beal of effort the hotels 
Were saved, but the stables were burned to 
the ground. In less than two hours from 
the time the fire started the big coal storage 
warehouse was leveled to the ground a 
smoking ruin. 

It is doubtful if any of the bodies will 
ever be recovered, so furious and terrific was 
the heat. The building was of wood, and, 
added to this, the barrels of oil made the fire 
one of the hottest the fire department has 
ever had to fight. 

A complete and accurate list of the dead 
will be difficult to obtain, as many of the 
bodies were entirely destroyed and not even 
the officers of the fire department will know 
until the roll call. 

List of Dead and Injured. 

Following is a list of dead and injured as 
far as known at 10 o'clock. The work at 
the burned building is being carried on 
in utter darkness, owing to the complete 
destruction of the electric light wires. Six 
hodies, all of them burned beyond: recogni- 
tion, have been taken from the ruins. 

WILLIAM DAVIS, killed by leaping from 
the cupola. 

WILLIAM H. DEMING, terribly burned 
and crushed by jumping from the cupola. 

PHILIP BREEN, was on the cupola when 
the roof fell. 

JAMES GREEN, fell into the flames. 

BURTON PAGE, captain of world’s fair 
engine No. 3, killed by jumping. 

JAMES A. GARVEY, captain of world’s 
fair engine No. 1, burned to death. 

JOHN M’'BRIDE, leg broken, body horri- 
bly burned, died in hospital. 

CAPTAIN “JAMES FITZPATRICK, assist- 
ant chief world’s fair battalion, arm broken. 
body burned and crushed in falling, died in 
hospital. 

JOHN CAHILL, burned in ruins. 

PAUL SCHROEDER, buried in ruins.

lettering to the cornice. I saw the fire 
playing around the top of thé stack and 
warned my companions. They did not seem 
to think there was any danger and kept at 
work, but I ran down stairs. Whlien the 
firemen entered the tower I followed them 
to the top and remained there until I saw 
the fire creeping down to the balcony below. 
Then I realized the extremity ~f the danger 
and ran down stairs with ai, haste. Just 
as I left the building the tower fell. I can- 
hot tell whether my fellow workmen es- 
caped or not, but I believe that they were 
Caught inside the tower and killed.” 
Talks with Firemen. 

William F. Gray, of New York, truck 
foreman of the New York fire department, 
Was Visiting the fair on a furlough. When 
the fire broke out he went at once to the 
Scene and volunteered ‘his services anywhere 
needed. Regarding the fire he said: 

“It was the quickest fire I ever saw, 
There was hardly any time to do anything 
before the whole bu:lding was ablaze. The 


firemen fought it well and did all which 
could possibly have n done. The men 
on the tower behaved with great bravery 
and remained at their posts until their 
only resort was to jump. It is foolish to 
talk of what they should have done other 
than what they did do. They barely had 
ftme to do what they did and no more. 
They had no time to tee a life net and if 
one had been manned on the roof both 
the firemen on the tower and the rescuing 
party would have been lost in the wreck 
of the tower.” 

Chief Sweeny said tonight in reference to 
the construction of the building: 

“About the middle of June a fire was 
started in about the same place and in the 
Same manner, We stopped it. Marsha! 
Murphy made a thorough investigation and 
reported the dangerous condition of the 
works to the exposition authorities with the 
recommendation that the tower be protected 
against fire more thoroughly. With that, 
of course, we had done all we could do to 
remedy the defect.” 

Messages of sympathy from chiefs of 
fire departments all over the country were 
received tonight. 

A Relief Fund. 
A relief fund was the subject of discussion 
in the rooms of the council of administra- 
tion as soon as the full:extent of the calam- 
ity was known. Commitsioner Massey said: 

“Of course the authorities will do eyery- 
thing to relieve the spfferings that must 
necessarily follow such®m unusual calamity 
and will do it immediat@ly, if they have any 
facts as a basis of action.” : 

While Mr. Massey we talking President 
B. L. Smith, of the Northern Trust Com- 
pany, came in to see what was being done 
for the fire sufferers and their £amilies. He 
was told a relief movement had been started 
and immediately subscribed $1,000, Presi- 
dent Higginbotham put down $500 for Mar- 
shall Field & Co., and Mr. Massey handed 
in his check for $100, Tu less than thirty 
minutes the fund had reached $2,000. The 
Philadelphia cafe sent ever $100, Seccord & 
Hopkins, who hold the eoneession for candy. 
contributed $100, and $200 was poured in 
by people who had Witnessed the awful 
scene. 

The Puildings Will Be Inspected. 

Mayor Harrison was almost overcome 
when he heard of the ealamity. He said: 

“This settles one thing, The city of Chi- 
eago is going to assume control of all of 
those buildings as far ag protecting life is 
coneerned and will do 2 at. once. Tomor- 
row morning T will see’that all these build- 
ings are carefully inspected and whatever 
changes are necessary for the safety of the 
povgie , are founc udvisable, they must be 
made. 


‘A STUBBORN FIGHT, 


It Will Be Before the Sherman Silver 
Purchase Act Is Repealed, 


UNLESS A SUBSTITUTE [5 OFFERED, 


Which Will Suit the Views of the 
Silver Men. 


LOOKING OVER THE SENATORIAL LIST 


There Are Several That Nobody Knows 
How They Stand on thegfQuesticn, 
Department and Other News. 


Washington, July 10.—(Special.)}—Politi- 
cal forecasters are now amusing themselves 
by preparing and giving to the public what 
they are pleased to call polls of congress in 
regard to the repeal of the Sherman law. 
The most interesting, of course, relates to 
the senate, that being the body in which 
the contest will rage the hottest and longest. 
When the forecaster happens to believe that 
the Sherman law ought to be repealed he 
finds no difficulty in showing by his poll a 
majority in that body ranging from five to 
ten in favor of repeal. When he is op- 
posed to the repeal he finds as little diffi- 
culty in producing a similar majority on 
the other side. The fact is that polls of the 
senate just at this time are like “straw 
votes”” taken on-a railroad train during a 
presidential canvass—unworthy of consider- 
ation unless they show a doubtful column. 

Political forecasters, however, are seldom 
afflicted with doubt. The truth is that no 
man has now any knowledge of what action 
the senate will finally take on the repeal of 
the measure. Free coinage bills have passed 
the senate and men yet in that body who 
voted for free coinage, together with the 
new accessions, who are known to be for 
free coinage, are still in a majority. It 
is true that some of the senators, like Voor- 
hees and Vest, who have heretofore yoted 
for free coinage, have so far changed their 
views as to announce their intention of vot- 
ing for the repeal. 

But no one knows whether or not changes 
of this kind have been sufficiently numerous 
to create a majority in favor of repeal. 
The dou®*7ul senators are almost without 
exception from the southern states, where 
the free coinage sentiment has been, if it is 
not yet, strong and widespread. It is from 
among these that the president must secure 
the recruits necessary to give him victory 
in the fight for the repeal—even with a ma- 
jority in the senate favoring the repeal the 
fight over that proposition will be long and 
desperate. Senator Teller and other cham- 
pions of silver have given fair warning that 
they are coming here prepared to contest 
every inch of ground and make the most of 
every advantage the liberal rules of the 
senate give them. Their battle ery is: “No 
repeal, without substitute.” By substitute 
they mean free coinage or at the least the 
Bland-Allison act. 

While repeal may win in the end it will

Asking About Forage Cropa. 

The secretary of agriculture has received 
numerous requests from abroad for informa- 
tion as to the extent and character of this 
year’s forage crops in the United States. 
All these communications emphasize the 
shortage in Europe, especially in France, 
and there is evidence that a very large for- 
eign demand, at remunerative prices, will 
prevail for baled hay. From other sources 
it is learned at the department, that hay is 
selling in England at from $45 to $50 a ton. 
At present prices in this country there can 
be little question but that a shipment of 
baled hay to Great Britain and France 
would be a proficible venture this season, 

The I'hiladelphia at Kio de Janeirv. 


A cablegram was received. at the navy de- 
partment today annorttincing the arrival of 
the cruiser Philadelphia at Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil. She will remain at Rio long enough 
to coal and then proceed to Valparaiso, 
Chile, where she will stop for further in- 
structions. These instructions, it is said, 
will be to proceed to Samoa, uniess the state 
of affairs in Pern and Chile require her 

resence there. She has been eighteen days 
in going from New York to Rio. 

Standard Silver Dollars. 

The issue of standard silver dollars from 
the mints and treasury offices during the 
week ended July 8, 1893, was $350,240; for 
the corresponding period of 1892, $445,595. 
The shipment of fractional silver coins from 
the lst to the Sth instant aggregated $202,- 
720. The gold reserve fund has gained 
$300,000 since Saturday and has reached a 
total of $97,283,101. |

The oil, no 
doubt, greatly hestened the conflagration, 
and the fact that the fire was not communi- 
cated to the other world’s fair buildings 
was due to favorable winds. 

Witnessed by Thousands. 

The scene of horror was witnessed by 
many thousands of people and strong men 
wept and women fainted as one life after 
another was swept out in their full view, 
but beyond human aid. The fire was not 
generally observed until about 1:15 o’clock 
this afternoon, and within thirty minutes 
the great loss of life occurred. At the first 
signal the firemen rushed up the huge shaft 
surrounding the smokestack and when at 
the top, began preparations to fight the 
flames, which had first appeared at this 
point. Before the hose could be coupled a 
ery of horror from the crowd below caused 
the firemen to look down and the whole 
shaft below was found to be encircled by 
flames. Instantly every man realized his 
danger, but there were few to find an ave- 
nue for escape. One man suddenly grasped 
a hose or rope and half sliding, half falling, 
reached the roof ninety feet below, bruised 
and burned, but still alive. By this time 
the crowd below became wild with excite 
ment and weeping women and frenzied men 
rushed hither and thither, wringing their 
hands in anguish over their inability to 
render aid. 

The firemen appeared to realize the aw- 
fulness of their position and some of them 
moved back and forth along the edge of 
the baleony as if in search of some means 
of escape. Suddenly one of the unfortu- 
nates, crazed by heat and fear, preferr.ng 
death by that means, sprang from the bal- 
cony. Every eye was turned upon him 
and the thousands who saw him held their 
breath as he feil. Several of his comrades 
followed and each was crushed to death 
ou the roof below. The very horror of death 
riveted every ove to the scene. It was an 
awful fascination and the spectators seemed 
powerless to take their eyes from it or to 
leave. The guards were powerless to keep 
the throng back from the fire lines. The 
Spectacle of death became more awful as 
the minutes passed and minutes seemed al- 
most ages in length as the fire crept swift- 
ly up-to where the remaining firemen were 
huddled together. The fire reached them; 
the awful crash came; the tower toppled 
for a moment as though uncertain which 
way to fall. Then elowly at first it began 
to fall until it came down with a thundering 
roar. ‘The fire had eaten away the sup- 
Ports at the base and the whole mass was 
swallowed up in the awful roaring furnace. 
As the greedy flames gathered in the fresh 
V.ctims they rolled up toward the sky with 
redoubled ferocity. 

A Kegular Fire Trap. 

As a fire trap the cold storage warehouse 
could not have been more perfectly con- 
structed. The structure was 250 feet 
long by 150 feet wide, and was construet- 
ed entirely of wood, covered with staves.

Brave Marshal Murphy. 

At this fearful moment Captain Fitzpat- 
rick’s tall form and white helmet appeared 
in front of the men who Were huddled to- 
gether in the narrow balcony. He ap- 
peared to be addressing his brave follow- 
ers. What he said will probably never be 
known, for he, alone of all the men around 
him, at that moment, escaped alive, and 
his injuries are such that it is doubtful 
if he will gver recover consciousness. As 
he ceased to speak, one of the men crept 
around the burning balcony to the west 
and returned a moment later with a rope. 
It was hastily fastened to a railing around 


the balcony to the roof. 

Captain Fitzpatrick pointed to it. What 
he ssid no one knows. The foremost man 
seized it and started to slide down, but 
ere he was half way the cruel flames rolled 
up and he was swallowed into the meuth 
of the awful voleano. Another tried jit and 
met the same fate. One after another, 
five of the men at this moment sprang from 
the balcony to the roof and were killed by 
the fall. If any survived they were burned. 
The rope was burned off about half way 
down, and it hung apparently useless 
against a portion of the wall not yet de- 
stroyed. 

Saving His Friend. 

Seeing his men jumping to their doom, 
the heroic captain seized the rope and 
A lndder had been raised, 
but was almost twenty feet from the end 
of the rope. He dropped and caught on 
the lower end of the ladder. Marshal Mur- 
phy, a personal friend of Captain Fitzpat- 
rick, and who has worked in the Chicago 
fire department with him for a score of 
years, was on the roof. Seeing that there 
was a chance to save his old comrade's 
life, he sprang forward and was soon at 
the top of the ladder. 

A shout of admiration and encourage- 
ment went up from below. The heroic mar- 
shal started back with his friend, but was 
enveloped in flames. With an energy of 
despair he clutched h's comrade and slid 
down the ladder to the roof, where he feil 
prostrate. Both Murphy and _ Fitzpat- 
rick were unconscious.. They were lowered 
to the ground and taken to the hospital 
and it is doubtful if either will recover. 
They could have jumped from the tower to 
the roof and been saved by the nets. 

Fall of the Tower. 

Scarcely twenty-five minutes had elapsed 
since the fire was discovered, but so rapidly 
had been its progress that the entire tower 
was burned away and it fell with an awfui 
crash, carrying with it several firemen, who 
were playing on it with the hose from the 
roof. There was a wild scramble to get 
off the roof. A large quantity of linseed 
oil was storel on the tup floor and when 
the tower fell it crashed through the roof. 
Then the flames rolled high up in the air 
from this inflammable fuel. The firemen 
fled from the roof. One of them picked 
up the mangled form of one of the unfortu- 
nates who had jumped from the balcony, 
and, carrying it to the edge of the roof, 
dropped it to the ground, thus saving ‘t from 
cremation. As yet the bely has not been 
identified, as the face was burned black. 

Many of the unfortunate firemen who 
lost their lives might have been saved had 
the department been supplied with nets.

The 
council of administration has never been 
advised of any danger of any kind from the 
building or it would have the right to take 
action to forestall such a calamity. 

“It is an awful thing; so fearful that I 
would rather not say anything until we 
know the full extent of it.” 

Commissioner Massey, of the council of 
administration, confirmed Mr. Higginbot- 
ham’s declaration that the council had no 
intimation of danger. 

“We are all overwhelmed by the awful 
suddenness and horror of the affair,’ he 
said, “and have hardly had time to realize 
what a dreadful thing it is. So far as the 
real responsibility goes, I suppose it would 
be coneeded everywhere that the exposition 
is innocent of any direct or indirect part in 
the fires. It was a building constructed by 
a private corporation and the exposition had 
exercised all the precaution it could in the 
supervision of plans. That was before the 
council was constituted an admini#trative 
body.” 

Panic Among the Visitors. 


When the fire broke out there was a 
large number of world’s fair visitors in the 
house looking at the huge ice machines and 
the other exhibits in the building. The 
first intimation they had of a fire was when 
the firemen rushed in and made for the 


roof. 

In an instant there was a panic in rush- 
ing for the stairways. Some of the men 
thrust women and ehildren aside in their 


excitement and a number of them were 
thrown down and badly bruised, though, as 
far as known, none were seriously injured. 
ir. H. Barnes, Jr., the ten-year-old son of 
a Toledo, O., oil merchant, was knocked 
down and but for the aid of a man more 
thoughtful than some of his fellows, the 
lad would have been trampled to death. As 
it was his arm was badly injured. ‘The boy 
was earried to a drug store outside the 
gates and dis injuries were dressed. __ 

It was reported by some of the Columbian 
cuards that a number of women, who were 
in the building, lost their lives. The firemen 
who escaped, however, discredited this 
story. Late tonight a lady’s watch was 
found with a body so badly burned that it 
could not be told whether it was that of a 
man or woman. . 

William Lenehan’s Experience. 

William Lenehan, driver of engine No. 73, 
was on the roof at the time the flames burst 
through. He escaped with slight injuries. 
When seen at the hospital, he said: 

“Before I knew what had happened my 
eyebrows were singed off and my hair was 
on fire. Then Captain Fitzpatrick ordered 
us down and [ started for the nearest Jad- 
der, 1 reached it and descended about half 
the distance when I heard some one above 
me groan and heard some oue say: ‘Look 
out, old man, both my legs are broken and 
I can’t hold to the iadder any longer.’ I 
looked up and saw a man swinging by his 
hands with both legs dangiing. 1 threw my- 
self to one side and cleared & 


Chicago, July 10.—That Emperor Wil- 
liam of Geritnany is seriously considering 
the advisability of visiting the world’s fair, 
there is little doubt. An attache of the 
German commission this morning gave it 
out that the department of state of the Ger- 
man government addressed a letter to the 
German minister at Washington several 
weeks ago, directing him to make inquiry of 
all the German consuls in America as to 
how they thought the emperor would be re- 
ceived should he come. 

“Replies to nearly all these letters of in- 
quiry have been received,” said the attache, 
“and they were almost unanimous in the 
statement that Emperor William would be 
accorded a most friendly and hearty wel- 
come, Nearly every one of the consuls spoke 
in favor of his coming, His coming now de- 
pends, I think, largely upon whether the 
army bill passes. Should it pass, I am con- 
fident, he will come, According to press re- 
ports he has a majority of twenty in the 
German parliament, and it looks as though 
the bill will pass.”’ 

Continuing, he said the kaiser’s wish to 
see the fair was well known. But if it were 
certain that he could come, he could scarcely 
do so before the finish of the army maneuv- 
ers in September. 


PAY IN GOLD. 


That Is the Order Sent Out by a Philadelphia 
Drug Firm. 


New York, July 10.—A dispatch from 
Pittsburg reports a feeling of dissatisfac- 
tion among the big drug houses jn that city. 
It is said that the trouble arises from a 
circular sent out by W. H. Shiefflin & 
Co., this city, to the effect that for the 
present all payments for all imported drugs 
purchased through them must be made in 
gold and no silver would be taken. At the 
office of W. H. Shieffiin & Co. this morning 
Manager Tompkins said: 

“We are not demanding gold for our 
goods. We have taken precautionary steps 
pure and simple in the event of gold going 
to a premium. All the druggists under- 
stami that we have to pay the European 
houses in gold, and, further, that we are 
simply protecting ourselves in these uncer- 
tain times against gold going to a premium. 
Other large houses in the city have adopted 
the same measure. 

The idea that jmporters generally would 
follow the lead of Shiefilin & Co is net 
borne out by investigation. 


All branches 
of trade in this city appear to regard such 
action as unnecessary amd unwise, as it 
might tend to place gold at a premium. 
The very danger of which they fear would 
disturb business and destroy confidence. 
A number of drug firms which were called 
upon today disclaim any intention of mak- 
ing such a request. 

Another ‘house said the firm received al- 
most exclus.vely consigned goods. They 
had been for a long time requesting golii. 
They did not think it was a necessary meas- 
ure. 

A number of dry goods houses have made 
a practice for a long time to have printed 
on their billheads “Payment requested in 
gold.”” This is no new feature and is en- 
tirely a pecuniary measure of traditiona] 
standing. 


MILBURN WAGON WORKS 


Give Notice of a Heunvy Keduction ifn Wages 
and the Men Quit Work. 


Toledo, O., July 10.—At 10 o'clock the 
Milburn Wagon Company, whose works are 
the second largest in the world, served no- 
tice on its SOU employes of a 25 per cent 
reduction in wages. A large number of the 
men at once laid down their tools and walk- 
ed out, and this afternoon not over a score 
of men returned to work. The company 
thinks that most of the men will return to 
work tomorrow. 


Secretary Herbert today issued an order es- 
tablishing rules and regulations for the pur- 
chase of discharges as authorized by the 
last naval appropriation bill. No man is to 
be allowed to purchase his discharge while 
in debt to the government, or until he has 
served three months. The price of the dis- 
charges during the fourth month of enlist- 
ment will be 25 per cent of the yearly pay 
of the applicant; during the fifth month, 30 
per cent, and so on, increasing 5 per cent per 
month until the fourteenth month, when the 
maximum price, is reached. During the fif- 
teenth month, the price will be 95 per cent 
of the maximum price; in the sixteenth 
month, 90 per cent, and so on, decreasing 5 
per cent per month until the thirty-fourth 
month, whom he may apply for a discharge 
without payment. No man is allowed to pur- 
chase his discharge a second time and those 
procuring discharges by purchase forfeit all 
benefits due to continuous service or honor- 
able discharge. Discharge by purchase is not 
an inherent right, but a privilege which may 
be granted by the navy department. 
No Silver Purchased. 


The treasury department today again ar- 
rayed itself firmly against the silver brokers. 
It was the customary day for making the 
proportionate purchase of silver on the 
July account and 488,000 ounces were of- 
fered, The prices asked averaged from 72 
to 75 cents. They were regarded as too 
high by Acting Director Preston, who made 
a counter proposition by offering 71 1-2 
cents per ounce, That is a half-cent less 
than the department paid for its silver last 
week. Apparently the silver men are re- 
luctant to come to these terms, for up to 
the close of office hours no acceptances were 
received, However, some belated telegrams 
may come to hand before the calendar day 
closes, in which case they will be opened to- 
morrow.

The senator in an interview 
said that the desperate effort of the gold 
combination to convert contracts payable in 
silver into contracts payable’ in 
gold alone, by the destruction of more than 
one-half of the metallic money of the world, 
was producing its legitimate fruits in bring- 
ing bankruptcy and misery upon the people. 
It was necessary, he said, for Gladstone, 
with his slender majority, to act quickly 
and suspend the coinage in India.

What Judge Hudsen’s Decision Means. 


Columbia, 8. C., July 10.—(Special.)—The 
United Press dispatches sent from this city 
declaring that the decision of Judge Hudson 
concerning the dispensary law amounted to 
nothing, as the supreme court of this state 
had in the Chester case last May decided 
that the law is constitutional, is entirely 
erroneous. Only in certain respects, as 
urged by counsel, was this the case as for 
instance the objection relating to the man- 
date that “every act shall relate to but one 
subject and that subject must appear in the 
title thereof.””’ The court decided that in 
such respect the act was constitutional, but 
went on to say that it would not undertake 
to consider ‘‘whether the act commonly 
known as the dispensary act contains other 
features not applicable to these cases in 
conflict with the constitution of this state.

COTTON AND GRAIN, 


The Statistician of the Department of Agri- 
culture Makes His Monthly Report. 


Washington, July 10.—The July returns 
to the statistician of the department of ag- 
riculture make the average condition of 
cotton 82.7, against 85.6 in June, showing 
a decline of three points. The averages by 
states are: Virginia, 92; North Carolina, 81; 
South Carolina, 83; Georgia, 86; Florida, 96; 
Alabama, SO; Mississippi, 80; Louisiana, S84; 
Texas, 84; Arkansas, 80: Tennessee, 85. 
For comparison the returns of July, 1892, 
are given: 

General average, 86.9; state averages— 
Virginia, 85; North Carolina, 81; South 
Carolina, 91; Georgia, 88; Florida, 86; Ala- 
bama, 90; Mississippi, 85; Louisiana, 84; 
Texas, S7; Arkansas, 77; Tennessee, 87. 

The reports show prevalence of bad weath- 
er conditions, cool nights, excessive rains 
and occasional drouth spots. Considerable 
injury has been been caused by lice and 
other insects. 

The averages of wheat in the principal 
states are: Ohio, 99; Indiana, 98; Iowa, 105; 
Missouri, 103; Kansas, 110: Nebraska, 112; 
Texas, 101; Kentucky, 98. The average con- 
dition of corn is 93.2 against 81.1 last July. 
The averages in the principal states are: 
Ohio, 93; Indiana, 96; Illinois, 92; Iowa, 98; 
Missouri, 92; Kansas, 93; Nebraska, 94; 
Texas, 84; Kentucky, 90 

The condition of winter wheat is 77.7, 
against 75.5 last month and 89.6 in July, 
1892. The principal state averages are: 
New York, 86; Pennsylvania, 94; Kentucky, 
92; Ohio, 93; Michigan, 79; Indiana, 83; Lili- 
nois, 66; Missouri, 77; Kansas, 46; Califor- 
nia, 88; Oregon, 96. The condition of sprin 
wheat is 74.1, against 90.9 in July, 1892. 
Last month it was 86.4. The state averages 
are: Minnesota, 77; Iowa, 95; Nebraska, 96: 
South Dakota, 69; North Dakota, 73; Wash- 
ington, 91.9. Condition of all wheat on 
July 1, 1893, was 76.6; on June Ist, it 
was 78.8 : 

The condition of oats remain about the 
same, as last month, being 88.8, as against 
89 on June Ist, the highest condition since 
1889, when it was 91.4; declining to 81.9 in 
1890, advancing to 87 in 1891, and dropping 
to 72 in 1892. In July, 1886, the condition 
was 88.8, the same as the present month. 

The July returns show a slight advance in 
the condition of rye from 84.6 on June 10th 
to 85.3 this month. 

Winter rye stands at 83.8 and spring rye 
at 89, the combined average as stated above 
being 85.3. 

The condition of barley, like oats and rye, 
has changed little during the month. The 
average is 88.8 against 88.3 on June Ist. 
The condition is the result of a cold back- 
ward spring, with drouth in some sections 
and too much moisture in others, The acre- 
age devoted to potatoes this year is 101.1

If “An Atlanta Merchant” will take 
the scheme fathered by John B. Hender- 
son and give it even a cursory study he 
will discover why the bankers of the 
northeast have joined their forces to 
wipe from’ our statute books the last 
vestige of bimetallic legislation and to 
place our finances under the single gold 
standard that has proved so disastrous 
to the interests of the middle classes 
and working people of Europe. 

When the United States readopts the 
single gold standard the struggle for 
gold between the nations will be inten- 
sified ten-fold. This government, in or- 
der to maintain its reserve, will be com- 
pelled to issue bonds. The John B. Hen- 
derson scheme provides for the issue of 
$300,000,000 of bonds at once, principal 
and interest payable in gold. Here is 
the gist of the scheme put forth by the 
banks in Henderson's name, involving 
the most tremendous raid that has ever 
been made on the prosperity of the peo- 
ple in time of peace. With these bonds 
the national banking system would be 
perpetuated, and the control of our 
finances by the New York banks, so 
graphically described by Louis Wind- 
muller, would be fixed and renewed. 

In this issue of bonds, rendered neces- 
sary by the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law, our correspondent will 
find the motive and animus of the banks 
of the northeast and their auxiliaries. 
On the bonds thus issued the banks 
would draw interest in gold. The gold 
paid to the government would be re- 
deposited in the vaults of the banks (see 
the Henderson scheme for details), and 
the people’s gold would be loaned to the 
people and the interest pocketed by the 
banks. The transparency of the scheme 
is only equaled by its boldness, and its 
boldness assumes a colossal shape by 
reason of the fact that numerous demo- 
eratic editors have declared that John 
G. Carlisle is committed to this plan of 
robbery and fraud.

The Montreal Affair. 

It is a mistake to suppose that the re- 
cent disorder in Montreal during the ses- 
sion of the Christian Endeavor conven- 
tion was caused by any hostile feeling 
between the Protestants and the Catho- 
lics.

When large religious conventions are 
to be held great care should be taken 
to send delegates whose principles and 
whose sense of propriety will cause 
them to discharge their duties without 
insulting persons of a different faith, es- 
pecially when those persons are in the 
majority in the city where the conven- 
tions are held. The Indian delegate 
who stirred up so much feeling in Mon.

The Mississippi Floods, 

While the New Orleans newspapers 
are engaged in discussing the respective 
merits of the outlet and levee systems, 
a northern writer comes to the front 
and boldly declares that every new levee 
that is built in the back country makes 
matters worse by shutting off one more 
escape for surplus water, The levees 
will always have to be raised = and 
strengthened for each succeeding season. 

Qvidently, this is not the way to solve 
the problem. The better plan would be 
to catch and restrain the mountain tor- 
rents in local reservoirs, delaying the 
passage of the water to the gulf and dis- 
tributing it through fhe low water sta- 
gos where it would be a benefit. The 
authority we have quoted says: 

Coincidently with such federal work the 
state of Louisiana might, for its own safety, 
provide an enormous tract or tracts of wild 
swamp to which in flood time the river might 


be admitted. New York will one day re- 
serve several thousand square miles in the

Adirondacks to protect the headwaters of 
the Hudson. Louisiana might do as much 
This 
method, with the similar device of providing 
more emergency outlets from the Mississippi 
to the gulf, is actively urged by The New 
Orleans States and by many public men in 
Louisiana. Swamp reservoirs might easily 
be opened to hold 12,000,000,000,000 gallons 
of surplus water at the present stage of the 
river. That would be equal to the flow of 
a hundred crevasses like that at Ascension 
parish for a week. This would help matters 
immensely for the present, but the final cure 
will lie in mountain reservoirs and prairie 
tree planting. 

There is not too much water in the middle 
west. At the very hour when Louisiana be- 
wails its wet fate Kansas is impiously bom- 
barding heaven with six-pounders for rain. 
The trouble is that it comes all at once. 
And that can be remedied. 

The problem becomes more pressing 
every year. The states in the lower 
Mississippi valley are unable to grapple 
with it, and unless the federal govern- 
ment takes charge of the matter and 
goes to work on the right line the floods 
of the future will be, perhaps, as de- 
structive as the overflows of the fa- 
mous Yellow river of China. A ques- 
tion in which so many states are inter- 
ested should receive the attention of 
congress until a satisfactory result is 


reached.

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The Currency of the People, 

It is now very evident that the extra 
session of congress will repeal the 10 per 
eent tax on state bank notes. The dem- 
ocratic platform recommends this action, 
ind it is apparently the only way to 
meet the general demand for an expan- 
sive currency. 

We may take it for granted then tt: 
congress will repeal the Sherman law 
and re-establish the state banking sys- 
tem. The change will not be in the na- 
ture of a new and a hazardous expert- 
ment. For eighty years state banks of 
issue flourished in this country. They 
supplied the people with a conyenient 
and a flexible currency that 
them to make their exchanges and move 
their crops without being subject to the 
whims and caprices of Wa"

try. The nation prospered under the 
system and our currency was regulated 
by the natural commercial and financial 
laws of supply and demand. During the 
war the capitalists who had invested in 
the bonds of the federal:government se- 
cured the passage of a law imposing a 
tax of 10 per cent on state bank notes. 
The law was intended to be prohibitory. 
It was designed to destroy the credit 
of the people and give a monopoly of 
banking privileges to a favored class— 
the bondholders. Their scheme estab- 
lished national banks, and under the op- 
erations of these institutions only the 
commercial and speculative classes in 
cities and towns have derived any ben. 
efit. The farmers and owners of real 
estate have been practically deprived of 
the advantages of credit, so far as bank- 
ing accommodations are concerned. 
Within the past few years the reaction 
in public sentiment has been so great 
that the democratic party has pledged 
itself to re-establish state banks, and the 
opposition to this reform is now con- 


fited by the further issue of: bonds and 
the perpetuation of the national bank- 
ing system. It is generally conceded 
that there is no difficulty in the way of 
making the issues of state banks as safe 
as those of the national banks. State 
laws requiring a deposit in the public 
treasury of state-and municipal bonds 
would be a sufficient safeguard, wifii, 
of course, a provision requiring efficient 
inspection. 

The danger of wild cat issues is purely 
imaginary. The people will not accept 
an unsound Currency, and men are not 
going to the expense and trouble of 
Starting banks that will be promptly re- 
pudiated by the people, and forced to 
close their doors almost as soon as they 
are opened. Two excellent features of 
the system are the facilities for expan- 
sion and the fact that it provides every 
section with a local currency. There 
need be no fear that the notes issued by 
these banks will be subject to a discount 
when they cross state lines. The leading 
state banks before the war suffered no 
such inconvenience, and their successors 
will circulate their notes withont any 


ulations that the states will impose upon 
them. The change will re-establish the 
credit of the people and emancipate it 
from the oppressive conditions dictated 
by the monopolists who abolished the 
state banks as a war measure and su'® 
stituted the national banks in the inter- 
ests of the cities and towns, practically 
ignoring the farmers of the country. 
The redemption of this pledge in the 
democratic platform will restore general 
prosperity, especiaHy in the south and 
west.

The Secrets of the Storm, 


The remarkable work of some of our 
yeorgia tornadoes has caused thoughtful 
persons to suspect that there was some- 
thing stronger than the force of the 
wind in these terrible visitations. 

The reports of the recent destructive 
tornado at Pomeroy, Ia., show that un- 
usual and powerful agencies were at 
work in the storm. The New Orleans 
Picayune calls attention to the following 


incidents: 3 
At Pomeroy, where the deadly work was 
worst, the iron eylinder of a threshing ma- 
chine was torn out of the sockets in which 
it was held and carried away a distance of 
twenty rods. Neac Newell, a year-old baby 
was found in a field completely stripped of 
clothing, but entirely unhurt. At the same 
place trees were stripped of their bark. Three- 
-quarters of a mile west of Pomeroy, the 
south wall of a drug store was torn out, 
leaving the rest of the building intact and 
cortents undisturbed. Rocks weighing sev- 
eral hundred pounds, imbedded in the ground, 
were torn up and hurled .long distances, 
and, in one instance, the iron pipe of a deep 
drove well, which projected only four feet 
above the surface, the balance being inserted 
in the well, was completly drawn out, 

Now, the moving force of the wind 
would not have accomplished all these 
wonders. As The Picayune puts it: 

The moving force of wind is in propor- 
tion to its mass and the velocity with which 
it moves. A mass of air one mile long with 
a front of the area of the sails of a ship, 
or of that of the side of a house, to which 
it might be opposed, the atmospheric wave 
moving at the rate of 100 miles an hour, 
would exert force enough to sweep the ship 
before it, or it would strike the building 
with such a shock as to demolish it. Such 
a force can be measured and its operation 
understood. 

But when it comes to tearing a wheel or 
cylinder out of a machine, or to 
the bark from a tree without unrooting the 
tree from the ground,.or of tearing rocks 
from their beds in the earth, there are evi- 
of forces which no mere 
but there must have been in opera- 
tion, a power, sudden, spasmodic and tre- 
mendous, like that furnished by gunpowder 
or other explosives, or, possibly, electricity. 
But how different from the forces that are 
required to produce these violent and explo- 
sive effects is the power that can transport 
a baby through the air, divest it of all its 
clothing, and leave the little innocent on 
the grass without a bruise. How, too, will 
any theory of wind account for a force that 
will remove from a house one of its side 
wills and leave the others standing, and 
all the contents and interior arrangements 
entirely undisturbed ? 

The storm has its secrets and our sig- 
nal service experts have yet to discovet, 
mensure and classify them. How are 
we to penetrate the upper regions of 
space and watch the processes by which 
tornadoes and cyclones are organized 
and equipped with chemical, mechani@ti 
and electric energies of overwhelming 
potentiality? In this country it would 
be money well invested if the offer of 
large sums by the government would 
bring to light the secrets of the storms 
which so frequently carry terror and 
death in their pathway. We should 
make it to the interest of our scientists 
to give the matter their closest study.

MR. LEON VINCENT ON HAWTHORNE. 


An Instructive Lecture on the Author of 
the Scarlet Letter—Dr. Beskervill 
Teaches the Bible Class. 


Dr. Talmage returned north yesterday. He 
received many callers at the Aragon during 
the forenoon, among them being the governor. 
He had a pleasant visit despite the hot 
weather, he gaid. He left on the Richmond 
and Danville’s vestibule. 

Mr. Leon Vincent, of Philadelphia, lectured 
at 3:30 o’clock on Hawthorne. Mr. Vineent 
sketched the life of the novelist and gave a 
very interesting sketch, too. He has a charm- 
ing style. weaves in many little bits which 
the casual reader might miss and throws some 
new light on his subjects. He spoke of Haw- 
thorne as a dual-sided man. He was a 
dreamge and intensely practical at the same 
time. He was collector of the port of Salem, 
was under Bancroft at New York and was 
consul abroad. In fils official life he was a 
good public servant, discharging faithfully the 
duties of his position. Hawthorne must have 
enjoyed hig public life, too, although he says 
in the preface to “The Scarlet Letter’ that 
serving Uncle Sam does not inspire literary 
work. Hawthorne was: a man of splendid 
physique. But he was as gentle as a child. 
Higginson has spoken of him as a ‘“‘boned pi- 
rate.”” Dr. Wilkinson, of London, tried to 
convert him to spiritualism. Hawthorne lis- 
tened, witnessed tests which he could not ex- 
plain and said that it was all wonderful. 
But he said he could not accept spirituaiism 
without more authority. He was a dreamer, 
but he was too practical for that. 

Mr. Vincent pronounced ‘‘The Scarlet Let- 
ter’’ the best of Hawthorne’s works. That 
was his own opinion. He did not pretend to 
insist upon it strenuously. Mr. Vincent quoted 
liberally from the book and gave the passage 
descriptive of the scene where the injured 
husband sees by the lightning’s flash his wife, 
the clergyman and their child. ‘““‘The Marble 
Faun’*he praised bighly, but did notrank it 
wae with the completed work from which he 
rea 

Mr. Vincent will lecture this afternoon on 
Charles Dickens. 

Mr. Vincent spends the greater part of the 
year on the platform. He is a particular fa- 
vorite with the chautauqua assemblies. From 
Atianta he will go to Framingham Chautau.

THE VICTIM OF A BURGLAR’S PISTOL. 


He Was Shot inthe Arm at Jackson, Ala’ 
The Burglar Who Did the Shooting 
Was Lynched by the Citizens. 


Mr. Robert D. Vann, a traveling salesman, 
representing the house of Bates, Kingsbery 
& Co., of ‘this city, writes his firm telling of 
a very sensational and dangerous affair in 
which he was one of the chief figures the 
other day in Alabama. 

The letter was sent 
where 'the drummer weut to get the attention 
of a surgeon for the purpose of removing a 
bullet from his arm, which had been put 
there by a burglar a few hours previous atl 
Jackson, ‘a little village situated in Alabama, 
not far from Montgomery. 

The manner in which Mr. Vann tells the 
story of the shooting is very interesting. 

“At ‘the hotel in Jackson,’ says the letter, 
“T was assigned to a room on the ground 
floor. About 10 o’clock I retired, as was my 
custom, ‘and slept very soundly until 1 
o’clock, when I was suddenly awakened by 
the pillow being drawn from under my head. 
I did not undefstand ‘this kind of business, 
and throwing myself quickly out of bed, 
stood face to face with a big, burly yellow 
negro weighing something over 200 pounds.” 

he drummer was almost knocked out by 
this unusual sight, the letter continues, but 
regaining his wits, let in to defend himself 
as best he could. Mr. Vann’s pantaloons 
were around the burgiar’s neck when he saw 
him. ‘The negro, without saying a word, 
deliberately threw his pistol in the face of 
the plucky salesman and demanded that he 
keep quiet. A second order was not given 
before the two men were in each other’s em- 
brace. During the struggle the pistol was 
fired and Mr. Vann received the toad in his 
arm.

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Concessions Allowed Some of the Rail- 
- poads by the State Commission. 


A FEW LINES LEFT OUT ENTIRELY. 


The Central, Which Started the Move- 
ment, Gets Much Needed Relief. 
Many Smali Lines Benefited. 


The state railroad commission issued its 
circular yesterday amending the rates for 
the lines in ia. 

It is the most important action the com- 
mission has taken in a long ‘time. 


An advance of 15 per cent is allowed 


four lines on a dozen classes of freight 
and 10 per cent is allowed to the Plant 
system on the game classes. Twenty of 
the smaller roads get various increases 
apd certain short branch lines are granted 
permission to be operated as separate and 
distinct from the main lines. 

The roads which get the 15 per cent 
advance are the Central, the Hast Tennes- 


see, Virginia and Georgia, the Atlanta and 


Florida and the East and West of Al- 


abama. 

No change is made in the rates on the 
Richmond and Danville, the Western and 
Atlantic, the Georgia, the Atlanta and 
West Point and the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern. With the exception of the Kich- 
mond and Danville these lines made no 
urgent fight for an increase. 

Mr. Joe Brown, tratlic manager of the 
Western and Atlantic, said that his line 
did not ask any advance, 

Those who made the: most elaborate ar- 
guments for the advance won. Mr. Comer 
of the Central started the movement and 
worked hard for the advance. He asked 
for 25 per cent and got 153. Mr. HKdwin 
Fitzgerald, traffic manager of the Kast 
Tennessee, made a strong argument and 
his road is benefited by a 15 per cent in- 
crease. The Central and the East Ten- 
nessee could not be advanced without, in 
justice to them, raising the Atlanta and 
Florida. M. C. D. Owens, of the Plant 
system, spoke ably for an increase and 
the lines he represents get a 10 per cent 
raise. 

Mr. Sol Haas, traffic manager of the 
Richmond and Danville, presented the case 
of his company in a strong speech, in the 
course of which it will be remembered 
there was an altercation with the board. 
The Danville gets no advance for the main 
line but the Piberton branch, the Hartwell, 
the Lawrenceville and the Roswell branch- 
es are excepted from the joint rate regu- 
lation. This is a point for which Mr. 
Haas contended, showing that the gross 
earnings per mile on the branches are only 
$600 or $700 a year. They are not enough 
to pay the fixed charges. 

The roads which did not make an urgent 
appeal are shut out, the commission prob- 
ably presuming that there Was nothing to 
be .complained of. While no advance is 
given the Richmond and Danville. the 
Georgia and the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern, the increase allowed the Cen- 
tral and the East Tennessee will help the 
lines running from Atlanta toward the 
east and northeast. Manipulation of the 
ocean rates through the south Atlantic 
ports cannot be worked quite so well. 

Grain, fertilizers, cotton and lumber are 
excepted from the list of articles subject 
to the raise. The Central, the East Ten- 
nessee, the Atlanta and Florida and the 
East and West of Alabama and the Plant 
lines can charge 10 per cent additional to 
the stardard tariff on meat. 


For the uninitiated it may be mentioned 


that freight is classified by letters and 
figures. Class B, for instance, is meat, 
C is flour and sacks, D is grain and IF is 
flour in barrels; E is ale and beer, H is 
whisky, J is cotton, K fertilizers and 
rosin, and P lumber.

MRS. JULIA WELLS, IN A PETITION, 


Charges Mrs. Rosa Monnish and Her Hus- 
band witb Charging Her an Ex- 
tortionate Price.

Mrs. Dr. Rosa Monnish and her husband 
W. A. Monnish, are defendants in a suit 
brought against them for charging exter- 
tionate fees. 

The petitioner is Mrs. Julia Wells, the 
mother of the girl who wae seduced by 
Professor Carlisle, and in her petition she 
alleges that she was forced into paying 
$1,100 to the parties afore mentioned for 
the care of her daughter while she was in 
a condition which made it best for her to 
remain in seclusion for some time. 

Mrs. Wells begins her petition by citing 
that she is a widow of limited means and 
that she has struggled to raise her children 
in a manner that would reflect credit upon 
herself and that would make them re- 
spectable. She did this until one of thein 
was seduced and betrayed. She alleges that 
the two Monnishes know of the girl’s condi- 
tion before she, the mother, did. 

She declares that Mrs. Dr. Monnish and 
her husband led her to entertain the belief 
that the exposure and disgrace of the affair 
could be kept quiet. She then consented 
for her daughter to take up her abode at 
the institution of Mrs. Dr. Monnish. The 
time she remained there was two months. 

For all this Mrs. Wells says that she 
was willing to pay a reasonable sum, but 
was surprised to learn that the doctors 
wanted $1,100 neither more nor less, which 
sum, she alleges, is considered by her as 
being exhorbitant. It appears that she 
believed that she was forced to pay this 
amount and did so, conveying to Mrs.

Mrs. Wells wants the court to compel 
the Drs. Monnish to accept $100 for their 
services and the board of her daughter. 
And that the balance of the money be 
refunded to her and that the deed to the 
city lot be declared null and void. It is 
alleged in the petition that Mrs. Dr. Mon- 
nish was guilty of a breach of contract, as 
she did not keep the girl’s unfortunate con- 
The case is set for the 
September term of the superior court.

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Bennie Hill, a Negro Boy, Fatally Shot 
by Another Negro Yesterday, at 


A GAME OF BASBALL AT REYNOLDSTOWN 


Ben Watts Is the Boy Accuged of Shooting 
Hill, and,as Yet, He Has Not Been 
Caught—Hill Ig Still Alive. 


Bennie Hill, a negro youth, about eighteen 
years of age, was shot and seriously wound- 
ed late yesterday afternoon, near Reynolds- 
town, by another negro, by the name of Ben 
Watts, 

The story of the shooting, as told by the 
police who investigated the affair, conflicts 
somewhat from that which the negroes tell, 
who claimed to have been eyewitnesses to 
the trouble. 

As is the habit of the younger set of negro 
lads who loaf in and around this quiet sub- 
urb these warm afternoons, they congre- 
gate upon an adjacent common and play 
baseball, These games of ball have repeat- 
edly caused the eitizens living near the 
place to complain, and for some time the 
police haye been trying to put a stop to it. 

The game of ball was at the time of the 
affray at fever heat, and every run that was 
being piled up was fought for desperately 
by either side, Bets were numerous, though 
small, and no one dared to interfere with 
what was going on, Bennie Hill happened 
along just at this time and, seeing the game 
going on, concluded to watch the result. 
His enthusiasm, however, got the better of 
his judgment and in a careless sort of man- 
ner he remarked that the umpire was giv- 
ing the game away. This angered the base- 
ball autocrat and he made a move to do the 
intruder: When he did this Hill gumped 
from the ground and began to curse and 
abuse every one that attempted to @ll him 
he had no business in interfering with the 
game’s proceeding. Hill said he had as 
much right to see the game as anybody on 
the diamond and declared he was not afraid 
to assert his belief. 

The row by this time became general and 
for about fifteen minutes rocks, sticks and 
other missiles were being hurled recklessly 
through the air. One of the coons drew a 
gun and fired it in the air. When he did 
this Ben Watts thought it the right thing to 
act likewise and commenced to fire his pis- 
tol promiscuously. The weapon was dis- 
charged four times in succession and the 
bully who started the row was made the 
target of one of the balls. As soon as Hill 
was $e he fell to the ground groaning and 
screaming, as if death was near at hand. 
He was, however, a little too tough to so 
suddenly shake off this mortal coil, and 
when he saw that he would remain some 
time among the living he stopped yelling 
and began to crawl to a shade tree near-by. 

The matter was reported to the police 
department and when the officers and the 
city ambulance arrived Hill’s condition was 
thought to be critical, Dr. Butler, of the 
Grady hospital, made an exainination of 
the wounded negro, and found that the ball 
had penetrated the abdominal cavity. Al- 
though the negro was suffering greatly from 
the shot, he would not submit to being 
brought to the hospital, preferring to be 
sent to his home, near Grant park. 

A friend of the negro man secured an 
ambulance and he was moved to his home 
some time after the shooting occurred. 

The ball still rests in the negro’s stomach 
and he will not let a physician remove it. 

‘The negro who did the shooting has not 
as yet been apprehenfled but he will be 
caught by the poliee téday.

Suaday 
morning as the good people attend«d the 
various places of worship they Were sur- 
prised to read “As They lun,’ .n boid- 
faced type a vitriolic attack upon Editor T. 
W. Reed and The Athens Banner. The 
poster charged that in 1802 the tax retu:ns 
of The Banner LDublishug Company were 
so made as to amount to S61 at a tax rate 
of 1 per cent and in i893 were so made 
as to amount to S84 at a rate of 1 1-10 
per cent, thus insinuating false returivs 
and asking Eilitor Reed, whom it styled 
“the great reformer,” why he did not have 
something to say on that subject. li aso 
sarcastically referred to the fact that he 
bad some grounds for kick ug because of 
an increase of 15 cents in ais taxes over 
last year. 

A copy of the poster was shown to Mr. 
Reed Saturday night just as The Banner 
was going to press. Editor Reed was very 
indignant at what seemed ‘to him a persona! 
attack. He immediately resummoued h‘s 
force and replied in the following hot card 
of denunciation: 

Too cowardly to do his work in daylight or 
to meet an honest argument with facts, 
some person or persons took occasion to 
scatter around a little green handbill after 
midnight attacking The Banner in regard to 
the reduction of officers’ salnries. They were 
distribuied by a negro in the employ of the 
city, who stays at the city headquarters. I 
do not know who it is who is behind this 
affair, but whoever it is has the spirit of the 
assassin, is an immitigated coward and is 
minus the mora! bravery to show his face. 
If he wishes to rest under this charge he can 
do so until he is found out.

The Old Man Was Deaf and Could N ot Hear 
the Whiatle. 

Dalton, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)\—Henry W 
Stafford, an aged farmer living near Daiton, 
in what is known as “Stafford’s settlement,” 
narrowly escaped death this morning.
